2. CARTER TRIP. U.S. MEDIA APRIL 1 EOCUSED ON TWO THEMES 
IN PRESIDENT'S VISIT TO NIGERIA: HIS CALL EOR PROGRESSIVE 
TRANSFORMATION OF SOUTH AFRICA, AND HIS WARNING AGAINST 
OUTSIDE MILITARY INTERVENTION IN AFRICA .... PRESIDENT 
WAS WIDELY QUOTED IN HIS REEERENCE TO "A GREAT MAN FROM 
MY OWN STATE," DR. KING . . . NIGERIA - ITS PEOPLE, ECON- 
OMY AND GOVERNMENT - RECEIVED EXTENSIVE COVERAGE IN U.S. 

PRESS ON EVE OF PRESIDENTIAL VISIT .... NYTIMES 
(KAUFMAN) MARCH 31 REPORTED PAST U.S. -NIGERIAN TENSIONS

OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND NUCLEAR NON-PROLIEERATION. ARTICLE 
SAID "IN THE VIEW OE ONE SENIOR BRAZILIAN NEWSMAN, MR.

3. RHODESIA. LONDON FINANCIAL TIMES (JUREK MARTIN) RE- 
PORTED FROM WASHINGTON THAT "STATE DEPARTMENT HAS FROM 
TIME TO TIME DISSOCIATED ITSELF FROM THE FORCEFUL LANGUAGE 
MR. YOUNG IS PRONE TO USE AND HIS OCCASIONAL FREE INTER- 
PRETATION OF DIPLOMATIC NICETIES, BUT REPORTS OF SUBSTAN- 
TIAL POLICY DIFFERENCES BETWEEN THE UN AMBASSADOR AND OTH- 
ER MEMBERS OF THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION HAVE BEEN MIS- 
PLACED. THERE REMAINS CONCERN IN THE ADMINISTRATION THAT
